WELL KNOWN IN LOCAL SOCIETY 


Mrs. Walter B. Smith was drowned in the 
lake off Lake Forest yesterday afternoon. 
Mrs. Smith was the daughter of H. R. Mo- 
Cullough, vice president of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad, and her husband is 
the son of Byron L. Smith of the Northern 
Trust Company bank. 

Mrs. Smith left her Lake Forest residence 
shortly after noon, presumably for a stroll. 
At 8 p. m. her body was washed ashore at 
the foot of Deerpath avenue. 


Cord Around Her Neck. 


A piece of hemp cord, with 4 free end three 
feet long, was knotted around herneck. Her 
straw hat was found on the beach, spiked in 
the eand with hat pins. 

On the sandy beach there wae a crudely 
constructed mound, suggesting a grave, and 
nearby a pan of water and a bouquet of wild 
autumn flowers. It was thought that in a 
seizure of melancholia Mrs, Smith may have 
constructed this preliminary to committing 
suicide, but nothing revealed at the inquest 
suggested it. 

Neither was any evidence brought out that 
the drowning was accidental.

The waves were running high before 
a stiff wind off the lake and the policeman 
waded into the water and brought the young 
woman's body ashore.

Attorneys Acting for Rensselaer Citi- 
gen Assert Impeachment Will Be 
Waste of Taxpayers’ Money.

Bryan’s Effort in Vain. 

The contest for the seat in congress from 
Blaine’s old district has been the liveljeat 
ever held in this state. The tariff was the 
principal issue and William J. Bryan, secre- 
tary of state, Speaker Champ Clark, and 
other Democrats of prominence spoke. 

The reason for the election of the Repub- 
lican nominee is attributed to the fact that 
the members of the Progressive party voted 
for the Republican nominee today. 

Peters is former speaker of the house and 
represents the so-called “stand pat ele- 
ment of the Republican party. The de- 
feated candidate, Mr. Pattangall, is a for- 
mer attorney general, while the Progres- 
sive candidate, Mr. Lawrence, is a sardine 
manufacturer in the eastern part of the state.

„The result should not be construed as a 
rebuke to the national administration. It 
is wholly to be attributed to Democratic 
treachery. Because certain men failed of 
success in the primaries they deliberately 
sacrificed the party in this election.” 


Statement by Progressive Chief, 

Halbert P. Gardner, member of the Pro- 
gressive national committee, of Maine, said 
tonight: 

“The returns indicate the election of 
John A. Peters in the Third district. We 
had no money. Lack of funds hampered the 
Progressive working organization and pre- 
vented proper publicity. It is evident that 
the voters of the Third district are absolute- 
ly opposed to the policies of the Democratic 
party.”

La Follette Beaten Twice in His 
Efforts to Make Differ- 
ent Rates. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9, 2 a. m.—Demo- 
cratic lines in the senate stood solidly last 
night and this morning against the final on- 
slaught of the tariff fight. 

With party leaders urging their colleagues 
on to approval of the bill the ranks closed 
up against the anti-free wool and anti-free 
sugar forces and defeated all amendments 
to the bill as fast as they came to the vote. 

Attempts to restore a duty on raw wool 
and to raise the duty on woolen manufac- 
tured goods, made in successive amendments 
by Senators La Follette, Catron, and Pen- 
rose, were defeated without the loss of a 
party vote. 

The sugar schedule, without amendment 
and including the provision for free sugar 
in 1916, was finally agreed to at 10’clock this 
morning. Senator Bristow yielded in hig 
former demand for another roll call because 
Senator Ransdell’s amendment had been de“ 
cisively defeated earlier. 


Final Vote Due Today. 

The senate, after a lengthy debate, late in 
the — agreed to begin voting upon the 
tariff and pending amendments at 4 
o’ clock —* afternoon. The expectation is 
that the bill will be passed early in the 
evening. Adjournment was taken at 1:30. 

Among the amendments defeated was that 
of Senator Norris for a heavy tax on inher- 
itances, This was beaten, 58 to 12, the follow- 
ing Republicans joining the Democrats in 
voting against it:

La Follette Opens Wool Fight. 

The first hint of the final fight over free 
raw wool came yesterday afternoon when 
Senator La Follette introduced a general 
substitute for the wool tariff sections of the 
Undérwood-Simmons bill. An inheritance 
tax amendment offered by Senator Norris 
was pending at the time and debate alternated 
between the subjects for several hours. 

The La Follette wool plan came as a sur- 
prise to the mocratic side. Instead of 
the expected 15 per cent duty on wool cfter 
Jan. 1 next his substitute proposed a genera! 
cut of the wool rates based on a 80 per cent 
raw wool duty for 1914, a 25 per cent duty for 
1915, and a 15 per cent duty after Jan. 1. 1910 

When Senator La Follette concluded Sen- 
ator Stone, in charge of the wool sections of 
the bill, urged Democrats to refrain from 
debate. He said the subject had been the- 
oughly covered before, that Senator La Fol- 
lette had refrained from offering his amend- 
ment when the wool issue was being dis- 
cussed, and that the tariff bill's passage 
ahould not be delayed by the reopening of the 
wool fight. 


: First Substitute Beaten. 

When the vote came at the night session 
the substitute was defeated, 41 to 28, and 
immediately afterward Senator La Follette 
offered another amendment to fix a straight 
15 per cent duty on wool, and this was 
promptly voted down, 89 to . The Penrose 
wool substitute was defeated viva voce. 

The debate over Senator Norris’ inheri- 
tance tax amendment during the early part 
of yesterday brought strong condemnation 
from him and from other senators of the al- 
leged laxity with which the taxation and 
revenue laws deal with large fortunes and 
large incomes. 

Senator 1 >orris’ amendment proposed a 
tax graduated from 1 per cent on $50,000, up 
to 75 per cent on bequests exceeding $50,000- 
He said it was designed to break up immense 
fortunes. 


Refers to Astor Fortune. 
Senator Norris.took the case of Vincent 
Astor to illustrate the effect of his amend- 
ment. The younger Astor, he said, did 
nothing to accumulate the fortune of 380, 
000,000 he received from his father. 
Under this proposed amendment, Sen- 
ator Norris said, the tax Vincent Astor 
would pay to the government would be 848. 
799,500. He would then have more than 
$36,000,000 tipped into his lap, a fortune 
made by millions of people of the United 
States, a fortune for the accumulation of 
which he did not sweat a drop, a fortune 
accumulated without an effort of his hand or 
brain. Such a tax would not be robbing Mr. 
Astor.” 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota said the people 
should prevent the accumulation of enor-

The duchess was anxious to havea 
male heir, and in 1900 she went to Vienna 
and consulted Dr. Leopold Schenk, who is 
regarded as an authority on embryology. It 
is said he told her the principal thing to do 
in order to insure a male child was to avoid all 
food containing sugar. The duke ls reported 
as eaying the duchess followed these direo- 
tions.

WOMEN PUZZLE 
FOR POLITICIANS 


Old Party Managers Worry 
Over Attitude Toward 
New Voters. 


PLAN FEMININE CAPTAINS 


G. O. P. Considers Dual Pre- 
cinet Organizations; Democrats 
‘Muddled; Moose Hopeful. 


Political managers—the big fellows—are up 
against the stiffest problem that has con- 
fronted them in Chicago and Illinois politics. 
They are up to the point where the word 
must be passed down the line regarding the 
attitude to be taken by the recognized party 
machinery toward the newly enfranchised 
women voters. 

Organization work, in preparation for the 
mayoralty and aldermanic campaign of next 
Spring. is to be thrown into the high speed 
next week. 


Plan Dual Organization. 

The Republican program, it is understood, 
is prepared practically and will be dis- 
closed at the Republican round-up to be 
held in Springfield during state fair week. 
It is believed the Republican organization 
will invite a full and free participation in 
party councils to Republican women who 
will align themselves openly with the party 
organization. 

One plan under consideration is to main- 
tain in each ward a precinct organization 


of women with a woman for precinct cap- 
tain in the respective political units, who 
will have the same authority and influepce 
in party affairs, as far as her precinct is con- 
cerned, as will the male precinct captain. 
This idea carries the suggestion that there 
would be a dual organization, male and fe- 
male, within each precinct, but both in equal 
relationship to the ward organization. 


Democrats in Dilemma. 

The Democrats as an organization are not 
so ready as are the Republicans in suggest- 
ing a way to care for the women. They 
face a fierce factional fight over the mayor- 
alty, they recognize, and no coherent plan 
has been presemted which can obtain the 
sanction of the two main factions. The in- 
dications are that whatever policy is adopted 
by the Sullivan county committee will be 
thrown down by the Hearst-Harrison com- 
mitteee, and vica-versa. 

The Progressive county leaders are count- 
ing heavily upon the influence of the women 
who led the fight at Springfield for Illinois 
suffrage and who have gone openly into the 
Progressive camp.

Were Torso and Legs, Located. 


FIND WOMAN BLED TO DEATH 


Autopsy Shows New York Victim Was 
Not Shot, Strangled, or Poisoned. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[{Special.]—The first 
Gefinite clew regarding the murder of the 
;oung woman whose dismembered torso and 
legs were found floating in the Hudson river 
on the Jersey shore was turned over to the 
police tonight, thus making possible the solu- 
tion of the tragedy within the next few days. 

Investigation of the clew has developed the 
fact that the woman must have been killed 
in a house within a few blocks of One Hun- 
dred and Forty-sixth street and Eighth ave- 
nue, 


Clew Hangs on Tag. 

It is a practical certainty that the pillow 
ticking in which the torso was found last 
Friday was soid by George Sachs, a dealer 
in second hand furniture and bedroom fur- 
nishings. Mr. Sachs says he has sold only 
two pillows of this type and one of them 
was to a woman who came into his store on 
April 22 last. 

The storekeeper said he charged her 80 
cents for the pillow, reducing the price from 
89 cents. This accords with the tag found 
on the pillow tick shrouding the gruesome 
find. The barely legible price recorded on 
the cardboard was 89 cents. 
| Sachs described his woman purchaser as 
45 years of age, a bit over medium height, 
and stout. 


Cut to Pieces While Alive. 

The river victim, about 25 years old, was 
cut to pieces while alive. An autopsy at 
Volk's morgue, Hoboken, today showed that 
the young woman bled to death. 

She may have been conécious when her 
murderer, with one swift stroke of a sur- 
geon's keen knife, cut her throat. She may 
have been asleep. 

The body was then severed at the waist 
and the legs cut off. She was not strangled, 
shot or poisoned. No antesthetie was used. 

Possibly a blow on the head had made her 
senseless, but it isn't likely. The fact that 
she Was soon to become a mother appears t6 
have had nothing to do with her killing. 

Physicians were of the opinion that the 
birthmark and three small moles on the right 
shoulder blade will be a great aid in the iden- 
tification.

ROWDYISM ON STREET CARS. 
It looks as if rowdyism has been traus- 


 ferring itself from street corners to street 


cars. A citizen returning from his work 
after midnight is assaulted by a drunken 
man. The conductor looks on, but does not 
attempt to protect the passepger. Ip an- 
other instance a conductor pulls a gun and 
kills two men in dispute over fares. . Scores 
of incidents can be enumerated where pas- 
sengers were insulted by conductors and 
motormen. 

The worst aspects of car rowdyism mani- 
fest themselves on the west side. Seldom 
is @ man or woman treated civilly by car 
attendants there. On the other hand no- 
where are passengers so ready to jump at 
the conductor or motorman and “lay him 
out.” It seems as if all manners, both 
on the part of the passenger and on the part 
of the street car attendant, are lost the 
moment the two face each other on a car 
platform. 

The truth of the matter is that both the 
conductor and passenger, on the west side 
cars more than anywhere else, are desper- 
ate.. Their patience has been exhausted. 
The conductor tries te crowd in as many 
passengers in the car as he possibly can. 
He has orders to do so. The public is in- 
dignant at the manner in which it is treated. 
But the traction heads are not on the cars. 
The nearest the passenger gets to.a trac- 
tion official is the conductor, so the pas- 
senger takes it out of him, as the phrase is. 


Tut conductor, on the other hand, has his 


perves shattered by the task of directing 
a car with twice as many passengers as it 
can normally hold. Hence his surly atti- 
tude and readiness to be drawn into oreven 
to provoke a disturbance. 

Assaults on cars will continue as long 
as the traction companies keep on with 
shameful overcrowding. 


JUGGLING WITH PRICES. 
During the month of August the price of 
butter went up 4 to 44% centsa pound. The 


protesting housewife was told that the raise 


in price wag due to a scarcity of butter. A 
scarcity there was, but it was artificially 
created. 

What caused the scarcity of butter was 
this: Six million four hundred and sixty 
thousand pounds of butter was withdrawn 
from the market during the month of Au- 
tust and was stored away in forty-two cold 

houses at the principal marketing 
points. On Aug. 1, forty-three of the prin- 
cipal cold storage houses in the country re- 
ported having 65,541,000 pounds of butter. 
On Sept. 1, forty-two cold storage plants 
showed up with 72,001,000 pounds. The 
difference, 6,460,000 pounds, was addgd to 
these cold storage bouses during the month 
of August—at the time when the housewife 
was told of a butter shortage and was made 
to pay an extra 4% cents on every pound. 
The forty-two cold storage houses supplying 
these figures are not, of course, the only 
ones that have added to their storage sup- 
ply of butter during August. They are 
merely the ones who have reported having 
done so. There must have been many other 
plants, smaller ones, doing the same thing 
whe have not reported their operations.

UKE JOHN ALBERT of Mecklenburg- 

Schwerin, regent of Brunswick since 

the death of his predecessor tn that 

office, Prince Albert of Prussia, in 

1907, has given notice to all the mem- 

bers of his household at Brunewick, to the 

officers of his staff, and to his army of do- 

mestic servants there that he will not require 
their services afterthe end of this month. 

This is generally taken at Brunswick, at 
Berlin, dnd elsewhere throughout Germany 
to mean that by the Ist of October he will 
have resigned the regency of Brunswick. 
making way for the kaiser’s only son-in-law, 
young Prince Ernest Augustus of Brunswick, 
whose marriage to Princess Victoria Louise 
of Prussia took place at Berlin in the presence 
of the czar of Russia and of King George of 
Great Britain with much pomp and ceremony 
last spring. 

It was aseerted at the time that the bride- 
groom was destined to take possession of the 
throne of the sovereign duchy of Brunswick 
ere long, his father, Duke Ernest of Bruns- 
wick, more generally known as the Duke of 
Cumberland, and former crown prince of 
Hanover, having-surrendered his own rights 
to the crown to his only surviving son. 

* * oe 

The Duke of Cumberland has been de jure, 
though not de facto, sovereign of Brunswick 
by right of inheritance ever since the death of 
the late Duke William of Brunswick in 1884. 
but was not permitted by the confederation of 
sovereign states comprised in the German 
empire to take possession of his throne sg 
to his refusal to renounce his rights to his 
father’ kingdom of Hanover, which since the 
war of 1866 has been converted into a prov- 
inde of Prussia. He was pledged by a death- 
bed oath to his father not to abandon his 
rights io Hanover. 

His son, young Prince Ernest Augustus, was 
bound by no such promise, and, having given 
his official recognition to the German empire 
as now constituted—that is to say, with Han- 
over as a Prussian province—and having, 
moreover, married a Prussian princess — 
namely: the kalser's daughter—and having 
given the oath exacted ofall Prussian officers 
when he accepted the commission of captain 
of the Prussian hussar regiment in witch he 
is now serving at Rathenow, there is no rea- 
son any longer to prevent him from assuming 
the reine of gévernment of the duchy of 
Brunswick. 

The kaiser laid stress upon this ¢ventuality 


at Berlin last spring he reminded his new 
son-in-law and his daughter of the heavy re- 
sponsibilities that awaited them in the near 
future as guardians of the destinies and of 
the welfare ofa people. 
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Gen. Francois de Negrier, who died sud- 
denly last week at Hammerfest, during a 
Scandinavian tour on board the steamship 
Kitig Harold, was the most picturesque figure 


| of the French army, especially since the de- 


mise of General the Marquis de Gallifet. The 
character of the man is shown by his duel 
with Gen. André about a couple of years after 
the latter had been ousted from his post of 
minister of war. 

The combat took place in the garden of 
Prince Murat's great mansion in the Paro 
Monceau, in Paris. At the word of command 
Gen. André fired and missed, but Gen. de 
Negrier declined to return the fire, handed 
his pistol back to his seconds, telling them to 
take care of it, since ft was still loaded, and 
then turning his back squarely on his‘adver- 
sary, left the so-called field of honor without 
the customary reconciliation. 

The reason for De Negrięr's refusal to fire, 
after having duly exposed himself to the shot 
of his adversary, was the profound contempt 
which he felt for André. He had publicly

As in the case of De Gallifet, there are so 
many stories about De Negrier that it is dim - 
cult to know where to begin and how much te 
tell. He came of @ family of soldiers. His 
grandfather secured the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor from the hands of the firet Napoleon 


on the battlefield of Friedland, where at the 


age of 23 he also received promotion to the 
rank of colonel. He was badly wounded at 
Waterloo and killed in the revolution of 1848, 
_ The father of the Francois de Nekrier who 
has just died was the Gen. de Negrier who 
ed the cemetery at the battle of Ma- 
genta at the point of the bayonet in 1859. 
_ Francois de Negrier was the captain ofa 
line regiment when the war with Germany 
broke out and was wounded at the head of his 
company in the battle of St. Privat. He was 
still in hospital when Metz surrendered, and A 
few days later he made his escape. 

Stopped by a patrol of two German lancers, 
who Gemanded his papers, as he was in civil- 
jan attire, he presented his hospital permit, 
and as the lancer stopped to read it he 
snatched a revolver from the Prussilan's 
holster and shot him dead, the whole thing 
being done with such rapidity that he had 
time to wound the second lancer before the 
latter had recovered from his amazement. 
Leaping onto one of the horses and leading 
the other, he galloped off, and managed to 
reach Gen. Faidherbe's 3 90 in the north. 


It was while in Algeria some years later in 
command of that extraordinary corps known 
as the Foreign Legion, which is composed of 
desperate charactere from all parts of the 
world, including America, that he won his 


promotion to the rank of general by an act of 


disobedience. 

Two companies of his regiment had been 
sent forward on outpost duty on the frontier 
of Moreeco. An Arab scout brought the news 
that they had been surrounded by an over- 
whelming force and would be unable to hold 
out much longer. Col. de Negrier imnfediate- 
ly gave orders to hasten to the rescue, when 
suddenly an orderly arrived from the general 
in command of the expedition bidding him 
peremptorily to rejoin the main body of the 
army and to retire without delay. 

“You, my friend,” Col. de Negrier ex- 
claimed, addressing the orderly, will have 
to arrange to reach me with this order some 
time tomorow, but not before.

| With that the colonel placed himself at the 
hese of bis regiment and gave the order to 
march forward to the rescue. After an al- 
most unparalleled and continuous march of 
twenty hours the regiment reached the two 
companies, already half decimated by the 
enemy, just in time to save the A n 
from massa ere.

WATER SHORTAGE IN MAYFAIR, 


Chicago, Sept. 3—{To the Friend of 
the People.|}—I am writing to make 
known the water supply conditions in 
Mayfair. We live in a two floor six 
room house and pay to the city water 
bureau, department of public works, a 
water tax of over $6 4 year, and $1.70 
extra tax for hose supply. A pumping 
station has this year been established here 
which pumps water to a place three miles 
distant, I am told. Since, this station has 
been here the supply of water in Mayfair 
has been inadequate, and when a hose is 
used, for which privilege we pay, and, of 
course, are supposed to use, water cannot 
be had on the second floor, where the 
bathroom is located. For the last three 
days, even when the hose is not in use, the 
water in the bathroom just trickles from 
the fancets, and the toilet bowl cannot oe 
flushed at all, necessitating carrying 
of water up from the first 

Is this condition-of water supply to be 
a permanent thing because of the pump- 
ing station? 

Can we be charged for water for a siz 
room house when water is only to be pro- 
cured in three, or on the first floor? 

We must have water! What will the 
water department do about it?

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CHINESE REGRET 


KILLING OF JAPS 


Foreign Office at Peking 
Sends a Message to Envoy 
of Neighbor. 


SUPPRESS TOKIO PAPER. 


Officials Act After Leaders in 
Mob Movement Are Ar- 
rested in City. 


PEKING, Sept. 8.—The Chinese govern- 
ment is much concerned over the agitation in 
Japan in connection with the killing of sev- 
cral Japanese curing the fighting at Nanking, 
am, desiring to make reparation, has in- 
structed the Chinese chargé daffaires at 
Tokio to express regrets to the Japanese for- 
eign Office. The Chinese foreign office has 
expressed regrets to the Japanese legation. 

The general in commend at Nanking has 
sent a message of sympathy to the Japanese 
consul general and has offered to compen- 
sate the families of the victima. The newly 
appointed Chinese minister at Tokio has 
been ordered to Nanking to conduct a full 
inquiry. 


Suppress Japanese Paper. 

TOKIO, Sept. 8—Anarohistic expressions in 
connection with the agitation over the kill- 
ing of Japanese at Nanking led to the sup- 
pression today of the Niroku Shimsun, an 
independent newspaper. 
The journal asserted that the punishment 
of the spies of Yuan Shi Kai, the Chinese 
president, had just bommenced ; that the mur- 
der of Director Abe of the Japanese foreign 
office was “ a heavenly judgment,” and that 
other assasins tions would follow. 


Arrest Leaders of Riots. 

The police arrested the ringleaders of the 
mobs, which were assembling to hold another 
masamesting here today and the meeting was 
not held. Premier Yamamoto received the 
organizers of yesterday's meetings and m- 
formed them that there was no necessity of 
sending armed forces to China. 

The anti-Chinese demonstrations continued 
today in the form of window smashing and 
tram car wrecking. 

Premier Yamamoto informed the political 
deputations which called on him that the 
government would not mobilize, but intended

PURSUED ACROSS THE SKY. 


Count Zeppelin in Command of Craft 
Defending Silesia. 


BERLIN, Sept. &8—The “ kaiser’ maneu- 
vers of the German army began at 7 a. m. 
today in Silesia in brilliant weather in the 
presence of the German emperor and many 
distinguished visitors. Two army corps are 
engaged in the maneuvers, which are being 
held in a district which embraces one of 
the battlefields of Frederick the Great. 

The scheme of the war game is for the 
red army, which is composed of the Sixth 
army corps and, which is commanded by 
Gen: von Dorrer, to invade Silesia from 
Upper Silesia, while the blue army, which is 
made up of the Fifth army corps and is 
commanded by Gen. von Strantz, acts asthe 
defender. The actual battle tactics of 
straight fighting and frontal attacks are to 
be tested, but flanking movements are 
barred. 


Airships on Each Side. 

Both armies are represented by flags, and 
dumnty trenches and dummy guns are being 
used. The maneuvers apparently also 
designed to test the ability of air craft to 
detect the whereabouts of an enemy and 
also to inflict damage. Bach army has a 
Zeppelin airship and several aeroplanes. 

The Zeppelin L., which is attached to the 
blue army and is commanded by Count Zep- 
pelin himself, flew over the red army today 
and dropped bomba“ on the aeroplane sta- 
tion of the red army at Reuchenbach, which 
was “destroyed.” 

The Zeppelin I. was then chased by a red 
aeroplane, but escaped and hovered for a 
minute above a hill where the kaiser and 
his staff were posted, while Count Zeppelin 
dropped a note informing the emperor of 
his success. 


I. Has Accident. 

The Zeppelin IV., which is attached to the 
red army, did not achieve any feat similar 
to this. The Zeppelin I. was disabled later 
in the day by an accident. It broke some 
braces by landing too violently and one 
soldier was severely injured.

Farm Demonstrator. | 


FARMING demonstrator for Cook coun- 
ty is a probability of the near future 
As a result of a conference held yvester- 
day at the City club under the auspices 
of the commjttee on food purveyine. 
The county commissioners, Association of 
Commerce, Commercial club, City club, and 
kindred organizatiqns will be 
the farmers about 
proposition. 

If the plan is successful Chicago will be the 
only big city in the country that possesses a 
farm expert for its back yard.” The sugges- 
tion was made by Secretary Bert Ball of the 
crop improvement committee of the Council of 
Grain Exchanges after hearing County School 
Supt. Edward J, Tobin describe the egricul- 
turak course in the Cook county rural schools 
and A. G. Smith, Illinois state leader of farm 
demonstrators for the department of. agricul- 
ture describe the work being done in other 
counties. Both these speakers indorsed the 
plan and it will be taken up at once through 
the City club, 


Chicago in financing the

County Supt. Tobin said the results from the 
experimental farming course in six schools had 
been favorable. He predicted the ideal coun- 
try school would soon materialize with a male 
teacher, who would also be a scientific farmer. 
handling the higher grades, and a woman in 
the elementary classes. 

“I don’t believe the people realize the de- 
plorable conditons of the rural schools,” said 
Mr. Tobin. All over the ountry the pupils 
are taught in old shacks built fifty to eighty 
years ago. They must have been more inter- 
ested in education in those days, as buildings 
are still standing which were erected when 
the country was settled. Not 60 per cent of 
the rural teachers have high school educa- 
tions. 

“They are mere slips of girls and we will 
never get good trained teachers until we in- 
crease salaries. 

“The minimum should be forced from $33 
to $60 monthly and six months’ training be 
required, 

“ Twenty or thirty years ago we had a male 
teaching force, men who made it a life occu- 
pation. Now the schools are filled with imma- 
ture young women.”

One pint sliced okra, one and a half pints 
of tomatoes peeled and cut fine two quarts 
of water, three tablespoonfuls of rice, three 
tablespoonfuls of minced onion, one green 
pepper (seeds removed and pepper cut fine), 
three teaspoonfuls of salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of pepper. Put all the ingredients 
into the soup pot and cook gently for two 
hours, add two tablespoonfuls of butter, and 
serve.

The very small and green pods which have 
not blackened a bit on the edges are the kind 
to buy.

little sourness to bring out its qualities. 
When it is stewed by itself a little vinegar 
is added or served with it at the table, For 
ordinary stewing the okra is cut up in rather 
thin slices, but when it is stewed for salad— 
to de eaten very oold with Freuch dressing— 
just the stem end is cut off before boiling in 
water to cover. 

Okra is easily dried by stringing the pods 
or stringing the slices cut as for stewing and 
hanging them up in a dry place. In most dis- 
tricts nowadays they would need to be care- 
fully protected from the dust. Dried okra 
is a nice addition to a clear chicken soup.

Thirty-one cars, tuned and primed to make 
their best race, will start tomorrow in the 
first Corona road races over what experts de- 
clare to be the fastest automobile course in 
the world.

added if Tetzlaff’s world's record of 78.7 miles an 
hour, made in the 1912 Santa Monica rece, is 
beaten. 

The test drivers in the United States will 
line up in the free for all. Oldfield, Tetzlaff, 
Cooper, De Palma, Wishart, Verbeck, Hill, Ma- 
gone. and others are entered. 

If practice spins count for anything, De Palma 
will have to go a lively clip, for Oldfield is making 
lap after lap over the 2.7 mile track in better than 
ninety miles. His best work so far was at the rate 
of ninety-seven miles an hour. Tetzlaff made 
four laps, none under ninety-five miles, and the 
third at the rate of 102.7 miles an hour.

| Chicago Public School Athletic league will

organization at the Englewood High school. 
Basketball as one of the three leading “prep” 
sports was given a severe jolt last June 
at the organization meeting of the new asso- 
ciation. At that time the vote stood 8 to 7 
against the retention of basketball as a 
major game. 

Although the students have been unable to 
enter a formal protest in the last three 
months, owing to the summer vacation, they intend 
to make themselves heard most vigorously at 
today’s meeting. The first real move toward the 
rescinding of the resolution was started the open- 
ing day of school at Englewood. A petition was 
circulated, and it is said that at least five-sixths 
of the school’s enrollment has signed. 

Accerding to those behind the movement to bring 
basketball back into its own, this same feeling is 
prevaient in nearly every other school in the 
league. Although many schools have been unable 
to participate in football or baseball or even track, 
owing to lack of material, nearly every one has 
been able to muster a basketball team. Last year 
thirty-two teams made up the major and minor 
sections, establishing a new record for the league. 

According to President Steffens of the league. 
basketball will not be revognized as an ifiter- 
scholastic sport, but class games will be permitted. 
Furthermore, competition will be allowed in tour- 
naments, such as are conducted by the Evanston 
. M. C. A. or Amateur Athletic federation.

CORN SCORES BIG GAIN. 


Dry Map Causes Buying; Prices 
Make New Top for Crop;

Lower cables from Liverpool gave the 


wheat market a weak tone early, but later , 


there was a decided show of strength, with 
commission houses free buyers. The rally 
met free selling. Bartlett-Frazier were the 
chief buyers on the first break.

For the day exports from Atlantic and gulf 
ports were 660,000 bu wheat and flour. Gal- 
veston stocks increased 535,000 bu for the 
week, and continued fair clearances are in- 
dicated from the gulf.
